First Face Transplant in U.S. 


Doctors in Cleveland replace 80 percent of woman’s face 


A woman so horribly disfigured she was 
willing to risk her life to do something about 
it has undergone the nation’s first near- 
total face transplant, the Cleveland Clinic 
announced Tuesday. 

Reconstructive surgeon Dr. Maria 
Siemionow and a team of other specialists 
replaced 80 percent of the woman’s face with 
that of a female cadaver a couple of weeks 
ago in a bold and controversial operation 


certain to stoke the debate over the ethics 
of such a surgery. 

The patient’s name and age were not 
released, and the hospital said her fam- 
ily wanted the reason for her transplant to 
remain confidential. 

The transplant was the fourth worldwide; 
two have been done in France, and one was 
performed in China. Details of the Cleveland 
surgery were not disclosed, but surgeons 


generally transplant skin, facial nerves and 
muscle, and often other deep tissue. That is 
done so that the new face will actually func- 
tion and not just be a mask. 

Unlike operations involving vital organs 
like hearts and livers, transplants of faces 
or hands are done to improve quality of life 
— not extend it. Recipients run the risk of 
deadly complications and must take immune- 
suppressing drugs for the rest of their lives to 
prevent organ rejection, raising their odds of 
cancer and many other problems, (ap)

Police say serial killer, 
now dead, murdered 
Walsh s son in 1981 

HOLLYWOOD, FLA. | A serial killer 
who died more than a decade ago 
is the person who decapitated the 
6-year-old son of “America’s Most 
Wanted” host John Walsh in 1981, 
police in Florida said Tuesday. 

The announcement brought to a 
close a case that has vexed the Walsh 
family for more 
than two decades, 
launched the tele- 
vision show about 
the nation’s most 
notorious crimi- 
nals and inspired 
changes in how 
authorities search 
for missing children. 

“Who could take a 6-year-old 
and murder and decapitate him? 
Who?” an emotional John Walsh 
said Tuesday. “We needed to know. 
We needed to know. And today we 
know. The not knowing has been a 


torture, but that journey’s over.” 

Walsh’s wife, Reve, at one point 
placed a small photo of their son on 
the podium. 

Police named Ottis Toole, say- 
ing he was long the prime suspect 
in the case and that they had con- 


clusively linked him to the killing. 
They declined to be specific about 
their evidence but said an exten- 
sive review of the case file pointed 
only to Toole, as John Walsh long 
contended. 

Toole had twice confessed to kill- 


ing the child but later recanted. He 
claimed responsibility for hundreds 
of murders, but police determined 
most of the confessions were lies. 
Toole’s niece told the boy’s father, 
John Walsh, her uncle confessed 
on his deathbed in prison that he 
killed Adam. 

Hollywood Police Chief Chad- 
wick Wagner acknowledged numer- 
ous missteps in the investigation 
and apologized to the Walshes. 

Many names have been men- 
tioned in connection to the case 
in the years since the killing, but 
Toole’s has persistently nagged 
detectives. John Walsh has long said 
he believed the drifter was respon- 
sible, saying investigators found at 
Toole’s home in Jacksonville a pair 
of green shorts and a sandal similar 
to what Adam was wearing. 

The Walshes long ago derided 
the investigation as botched. Still, 
John Walsh praised the Hollywood 
police department. 

“This is not to look back and 
point fingers, but it is to let it rest,” 
he said, (ap)

Yale’s Endowment Falls 25 Percent

Dark Energy Keeps It Light 


Scientists: Mysterious 
force prevents galaxies 
from getting too large 

WASHINGTON | Mysterious dark 
energy, which likely causes the uni- 
verse to keep expanding, seems to 
have another effect: It prevents the 
biggest clusters of galaxies from 
getting too fat. 

Astronomers used X-rays to 
study the formation of galac- 
tic clusters billions of years ago. 
Their research supports the hard- 
to-fathom concept of dark energy 
as a potent force that governs the 
growth of the universe. 

It also means Albert Einstein’s 
century-old theory of general rela- 


BEHIND THE SCIENCE 

Dark energy is still a relatively 
new idea that cameoutadecade 
ago when measurements of star 
supernovae showed the universe 
wassurprisingly expanding. One 
way to explain the expansion 
— building on an idea Einstein 
first broached — isthatanother 
force in the universe is essential- 
ly fighting gravity. Thatforce is 
darkenergy. 


tivity passes another crucial, but not 
conclusive, real-world test. 

Scientist Alexey Vikhlinin used 
NASA’s Earth-orbiting Chandra 
X-ray Observatory to find that 
dark energy acts as a force that 


keeps clusters of galaxies — about 
1,000 bright galaxies or more — 
from essentially overeating and 
getting too big. 

Without dark energy, these giant 
clusters would keep forming, get- 
ting denser and bigger because of 
gravity. But in the last few billion 
years that hasn’t happened, said 
Vikhlinin, a scientist at the Harvard 
Smithsonian Astrophysical Obser- 
vatory in Cambridge, Mass. 

He looked at when 86 such clus- 
ters formed and saw the slowdown 
in girth, starting about 5.5 billion 
years ago. The logical cause: dark 
energy. 

“They’re put on a diet, a perma- 
nent diet,” Vikhlinin said in a tele- 
phone interview, (ap)

His 
appointment is subject to Senate 
confirmation. 

“No issue is more pressing than 
education. ...

Duncan has run the country’s 
third-biggest school district since 


2001, pushing to boost teacher qual- 
ity and closing schools that fail. 

Duncan’s nomination will please 
reform advocates who wanted a big- 
city schools chief who has sought to 
hold schools and teachers account- 
able for student performance. 

These advocates have squared off 
against teachers’ unions in a con- 
tentious debate among Democrats 
over who Obama should choose. 
Unions wanted a strong advocate 
for their members. 

Yet Duncan’s nomination may 
please the unions, which have said he 
seems willing to work with them. 

“Arne Duncan actually reaches 
out and tries to do things in a col- 
laborative way,” said Randi Wein- 
garten, head of the American Fed-

Political splinter group 
is seen as challenge to 
ruling ANC movement 

BLOEMFONTEIN, SOUTH AFRICA | A 
splinter group of prominent Afri- 
can National Congress politicians 
launched a new party Tuesday in the 
first major challenge to the move- 
ment since it took power nearly 15 
years ago after toppling South Afri- 
ca’s apartheid government. 

At dueling rallies Tuesday, the 
ANC drew its usual crowds. But 
the opposition politicians gathering 
across town delivered enough ener- 
gy and rhetoric to worry the nation’s 
long-dominant political force. 

Dominated by former ANC offi- 
cials — though none with the draw- 
ing power of current ANC leader 
Jacob Zuma or party icon Nelson 
Mandela — the newly formed Con- 
gress of the People, or COPE, was 
not expected to defeat the ANC in 
general elections next year. 

But the ANC was clearly worried 
there might be enough discontent 
among voters for the new party to 
seriously cut into its large parlia- 
mentary majority. 

On Tuesday, the governing party 
organized a counter rally in the uni- 
versity town of Bloemfontein, 250 
miles south of Johannesburg, which 
the ANC considers its birthplace. 

Zuma, a 66-year-old former 
guerrilla leader, drew thunderous 
cheers from about 15,000 people

Group warns of attacks 
unless French troops 
leave Afghanistan 

PARIS I Alerted by a cryptic warn- 
ing of attacks unless France pulls 
its troops from Afghanistan, police 
found an old pack of dynamite sticks 
Tuesday in the restroom of a top 
Parisian department store. 

The explosives at the Print- 
emps store lacked detonators, and 
the warning message didn’t fit 
the profile of Islamist groups like 
al-Qaeda. Still, the discovery 
renewed concern over risks of ter- 
rorism, especially during the vul- 
nerable holiday season. 

Shoppers and employees were 
noticeably rattled, and the scene was 
chaotic as police evacuated people 
from the department store in late 
morning. French television showed 
women clutching one another or 
crying as they left the store under 
a line of police tape. 


“Of course, I was scared. ... I was 
just relieved to get out,” said Print- 
emps employee Jimmy Manso, as 
he waited to go back inside. 

Interior Minister Michele Alliot- 
Marie announced plans to tighten 
security in Paris and other large cit- 
ies, and called a meeting Wednesday 
with police chiefs, intelligence and 
transport officials, and department 
store representatives. 

About 1,500 police reinforce- 
ments had already been brought 
in ahead of the holiday season, 
mostly to patrol around depart- 
ment stores. 

“France will not cede to the ter- 
rorist threat,” Prime Minister Fran- 
cois Fillon said. 

President Nicolas Sarkozy, 
who has increased troop levels in 
Afghanistan and made a surprise 
visit there a year ago, called for vigi- 
lance but said, “We cannot compro- 
mise with terrorists.”

Israel Bus Crash Kills 26 


Vehide tumbles down 
ravine in country’s 
worst traffic accident 

EILAT, ISRAEL I Abus filled with Rus- 
sian tour guides crashed through a 
roadside barrier Tuesday and tum- 
bled down a steep ravine in southern 
Israel, killing at least 26 people in 
Israel’s worst traffic accident. 

The blue bus lay on its side at the 
bottom of the slope, its windows 
smashed and a path of debris strewn 
along its path down from the road. 
Soldiers and other rescue workers 
lined up bodies in white bags.

Officials said the 60 passengers 
on the bus had just arrived from St. 
Petersburg, Russia, to visit potential 
spots for tours and were heading for 


Eilat, a popular Red Sea resort. 

The vehicle sped by in a no-pass- 
ing zone, broke through a guard 
rail and rolled down the slope, said 
Rami Vazana, the driver of the bus 
that was passed. 

Israel’s rescue service said 24 
people were declared dead at the 
scene, and Eilat’s hospital said two 
more died later of injuries. Hospital 
officials said several more people 
were in critical condition. 

It was the worst traffic accident 
toll in Israel’s history. The previous 
high of 21 occurred in June 1985, 
when a train plowed into a bus, kill- 
ing 21 people.

Facebook Is Legal 
Tool in Australia 


Court approves using 
Web site to pass along 
foreclosure document 

CANBERRA, AUSTRALIA | YouVe been 
“superpoked” — and served. A court 
in Australia has approved the use 
of Facebook, a popular social net- 
working Web site, to notify a cou- 
ple that they lost their home after 
defaulting on a loan. 

The Australian Capital Territory 
Supreme Court last Friday approved 
lawyer Mark McCormack’s appli- 
cation to use Facebook to serve the 
legally binding documents after 
several failed attempts to contact 
borrowers Gordon Poyser and Car- 
mel Corbo at their Canberra home 
and by e-mail. 

Australian courts have given 
permission in the past for people 
to be served via e-mail and text 
messages when it was not possible 
to serve them in person. 

McCormack, a lawyer for the 
lender, MKM Capital, said by the 
time he got the documents approved 
by the court Tuesday for transmis- 
sion, Facebook profiles for the couple 
had disappeared from public view. 

“It’s somewhat novel. However, we 
do see it as a valid method of bring- 
ing the matter to the attention of the 
defendant,” McCormack said. 


Despite the setback, McCor- 
mack said the Facebook attempt 
would help his client’s case that all 
reasonable steps had been taken to 
serve the couple. A court is expect- 
ed to settle the matter as early as 
next week.

GM says transit agency 
is considering higher 
fees to help cover costs 

Metro is proposing to charge rush- 
hour fares on Inauguration Day and 
regular parking fees at its lots. Nor- 
mally, off-peak fares are charged 
on federal holidays and parking at 
Metro facilities is free. 

In a radio interview Tuesday, 
Metro General Manager John B. 
Catoe Jr. said the transit agency will 
be recommending the fare and fee 


change to its board on Thursday. 

Agency officials had initially 
said they would charge off-peak 
fares Jan. 20. 

But given the huge crowds 
expected, with estimates ranging 
from at least 1 million people to up 
4 million in attendance, Metro will 
be running unprecedented rush- 
hour service for 15 consecutive hours 
that day, from an early opening at 
4 a.m. until 7 p.m. The agency is 
staying open until 2 a.m. 

Charging rush-hour fares will 
help the agency cover some costs. 


PEAK VS. OFF-PEAK PRICES 

A one-way, off-peak trip from 
the Shady Grove Metrorail sta- 
tion — theend ofthe Red Line 
in Montgomery County — to the 
Gallery Place-Chinatown station 
in downtown Washington costs 
$2.35. The same trip costs $4.50 
during rush hour. 


“These are going to be very high 
expenses for the Metro system,” 
Catoe said on WTOP radio. “We 
shouldn’t minimize the impact.” 


Metro also has parking at 42 of 
its 86 stations, mostly in the sub- 
urbs. Parking is free on weekends 
and federal holidays, but agency 
officials say they are recommend- 
ing that users pay the normal fee to 
help offset the cost of hiring a pri- 
vate contractor to oversee parking 
that day. Parking fees vary, ranging 
from $4.25 to $4.75. 

In addition, customers will 
be able to pay for parking with 
cash and with Metro’s electron- 
ic SmarTrip card, Catoe said.

Kaine May 
Propose IK 
Job Cuts 

RICHMOND, VA. I Two Democrat- 
ic legislators say Gov. Tim Kaine 
will propose a 30 -cent cigarette 
tax increase and about 1,500 state 
job cuts. 

The lawmakers spoke on the con- 
dition of anonymity because Kaine 
will not make the plans public until 
Wednesday. 

They said Kaine would esti- 
mate the shortfall in the budget 
through June 2010 to be about 
$2.9 billion. 

Besides boosting the tobac- 
co tax from 30 cents per pack to 
60 cents, Kaine will propose cuts of 
about $400 million each in health 
care and public education, the leg- 
islators said. 

Kaine spokeswoman Delacey 
Skinner declined to comment, say- 
ing the governor would outline his 
entire package of budget amend- 
ments before the General Assem- 
bly’s money committees on Wednes- 
day morning. 

The lawmakers said Kaine dis- 
closed the budget amendments in 
a conference call with Democrat- 
ic legislative leaders on Tuesday 
morning. 

The budget reductions would 
represent Kaine’s fourth round of 
spending cuts in a little more than 
a year.

WASHINGTON! The Federal Reserve 
has cut its target for a key interest 
rate to the lowest level on record and 
pledged to use “all available tools” 
to combat a severe financial crisis 
and prolonged recession. 

The central bank on Tuesday 
said it had reduced the federal 
funds rate, the interest that banks 
charge each other, to a range of 0 
to 0.25 percent. That is down from 
the 1 percent target rate in effect 


since October. Many analysts had 
expected the Fed to make a smaller 
cut to 0.5 percent. 

The Fed’s aggressive move was 
greeted enthusiastically by Wall 
Street. The Dow Jones industrials 
surged nearly 360 points, or 4.2 per- 
cent, and broader indexes jumped 
more than 5 percent. 

The Fed’s action and statement 
made clear that economic condi- 
tions have worsened since its last 
meeting in October. 

Federal Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke and his colleagues said 
they will use unconventional meth- 
ods to try to contain a financial cri- 


sis that is the worst since the 1930s 
and a recession that is already the 
longest in a quarter- century. 

The Fed’s decision was matched 
by a reduction in the prime lend- 
ing rate, the benchmark rate for 
millions of business and consumer 
loans.

Goldman Sachs Loses $2.29 Billion 


Huge quarterly loss is 
the banks first since 
going public in 1999 

NEW YORK I Goldman Sachs Group 
Inc. on Tuesday reported its first 
quarterly loss since it went public 
in 1999, losing $2.29 billion during 
its fiscal fourth quarter, but inves- 
tors seemed unfazed and sent its 
shares higher. 


The loss proves the turmoil in 
the financial markets has tripped 
up even the best-run financial 
institutions. The New York-based 
bank has long been considered the 
premier investment bank on Wall 
Street, and in recent quarters, the 
sturdiest amid the turmoil. 

The Wall Street firm lost $4.97 
per share in the quarter ended Nov. 
30, compared with earnings of $7.01 
per share last year. 


Goldman’s shares jumped 
$ 9 . 91 , or 15 percent, to $76.37 in 
late trading amid a broad rally on 
Wall Street. As of Monday’s close, 
the shares were down 69 percent 
in 2008. 

Analysts attributed the strong 
stock performance Tuesday to inves-

A Park for All Seasons 


Winter offers plenty 
of ehanees to glimpse 
wildlife at Yellowstone 

DESTINATIONS I We were expecting 
to see plenty of wildlife on a win- 
ter outing to Yellowstone National 
Park, but — silly us — we thought 
we might have to get through the 
entrance first. 

But as we drove through the 
gateway community of Gardiner, 
Mont., toward the Roosevelt Arch, 
the century-old ceremonial north 
entrance to Yellowstone, we were 
distracted by the action on the grid- 
iron at Gardiner Public School. A 
herd of bison covered the field. 

A few snapshots, and then it was 
through the arch for the short drive 
to the entrance station. More bison 
grazed just inside the park bound- 
ary. Interspersed among them were

bands of elk and pronghorn ante- 
lope. Within the next two hours, we 
also would see bighorn sheep, mule 
deer, coyotes, a bald eagle and more 
bison — all from the road. 


Summer visitors to Yellowstone 
also expect to see wildlife. But most 
don’t realize that winter can be 
prime time for wildlife viewing. 
Deep snow in the high country 
drives elk, deer and bison down into 
the open valleys, where the weather 
is milder and they can more easily 
paw or push snow aside to get to 
the dried grass beneath. 

And where the grazing animals 
gather, predators follow — par- 
ticularly the gray wolf, which has 
achieved star status since its reintro- 
duction to Yellowstone in 1995. 

Most of Yellowstone is closed to 
auto traffic in the winter, but the 
part that is open to cars offers some 
of the richest wildlife viewing oppor- 
tunities in the park. It runs from the 
park’s northern entrance at Gardin- 
er to the snowbound community of 
Cooke City, Mont., at the northeast 
entrance, william kronholm (ap)

Miami’s Opulent Open House 


Versace s once-exclusive 
South Beach mansion 
now offers public tours 

ATTRACTIONS I For years, the iconic 
South Beach mansion best known 
as the place where Gianni Versace 
lived and died was open only to a 
privileged few. 

Before the designer’s death more 
than a decade ago, his celebrity 
friends stayed so often, rooms were 
outfitted with them in mind. After 
Versace’s murder and the house’s 
sale, it become home to another 
mogul with A-list friends. 

But, slowly, 1116 Ocean Drive 
has opened its doors, first as an 
invitation- only private club, then 
allowing non-members to stay in 
its ornate rooms, and now to the 
masses — or at least anyone willing 
to plunk down $65 for a tour. 

“It was just kind of a domino 
effect,” said Elisa Brinkworth, a 
spokeswoman for Casa Casuarina, 
as the 26,000-square-foot estate is

called. “The more people you let in, 
the more that wanted to come in.” 

The possibility of touring the 
villa and enjoying a meal there 
afterward — or, if you’re lucky 
enough, to stay in one of its 10 suites 
— doesn’t come cheap. But it offers 
visitors a glimpse of a truly special 
place long kept from the public. 

Pass through the limestone 
arch, into the courtyard of Casa 
Casuarina, and the fuss all makes 
sense. The trickle of water from a 
fountain, the shift of clouds above, 
the tickle of Atlantic breezes — the 
simple beauty of each is enhanced 
by the home’s lavishness. 

Modeled after Alcazar de Colon, 
the Dominican Republic house built 
by Christopher Columbus’ family in 
1510, Casa Casuarina is a three-sto- 
ry, Mediterranean-style home. 

It was built in 1930 by Stan- 
dard Oil heir Alden Freeman, later 
became a hotel, spiraled into disre- 
pair, and was at one point a hostel 
where rooms went for as little as $1 a 
night. Versace bought it in 1992 and 


did massive renovations to make 
the estate what it is today. 

Versace’s touches are every- 
where, often in the form of his 
Medusa head logo, which is seen in 
gold, on gates and railings.

And, of course, visitors will want 
to know where he spent his final 
moment that Tuesday in July 1997- 
He was shot by a serial killer who 
later committed suicide. 

“We don’t like to talk about it, 
but it happened by the steps,” Brink- 
worth says. “We try to live out his 
legacy rather than his death and, 
obviously, when people come in the 
house, you’ll start to see the beauty 
he left behind. It kind of takes away 
from the tragedy that happened 
outside of the gates.” (ap)

After three seasons, 
‘Dexter’ remains an 
enigma to everyone 

MYSTERY I Three seasons in, do any 
of us really know Dexter Morgan? 

Showtime viewers have watched 
America’s favorite serial killer earn 
acceptance from his long-lost hom- 
icidal brother and promptly end 
that relationship by slicing his neck 
with a knife. Then, Dexter allowed 
a woman, Lila, to get close to him, 
close enough for her to see who 
he really is, only to plunge a knife 
into her heart. This season, Dexter 
bonded with a man who appreciated 
Dexter’s dark side so much that he 
wanted to be like him, and Dexter 
strangled him. 

“I had higher hopes for you, for 
us,” Dexter (Michael C. Hall) told 
Miguel (Jimmy Smits) just before 
he killed him two weeks ago on an 
episode of “Dexter.” “But I accept 
that I’ll always be alone.” 

That the remark came from a 
killer of other sociopaths who got 
married on this Sunday’s season 
finale, is having a baby with his 
fiancee, Rita (Julie Benz), and is 
becoming the stepfather of her 
two children, made it all the more 
notable. Clearly, Dexter, in his own 
way, is a man of principle — he kills 
only those who have hurt others and

escaped official justice. 

Is Dexter capable of loving? Dex- 
ter confessed then that he has no 
feelings, but that if he were to love 
someone, it would be his sister. Deb 
(Jennifer Carpenter). Just before he 
killed Miguel this season, Dexter 
declared impassively, “I don’t get 
to have friends.” 

Do we believe him? 

“I don’t know that Dexter is the 
most reliable narrator,” Hall says. 
“I don’t know that he was at the 
beginning of the show, and I don’t 
know that he is now.” 

Thirty-six episodes after the 
show premiered, the writers of 
the series can’t settle on an answer 
either. 

“In the writing room, we are con- 
stantly talking about. Well, does 
Dexter feel that? Or is it learned 
behavior? Or is it camouflage?”’ said 
show runner Clyde Phillips. 

“I always think of Dexter as a 
bit of a French coffee press. You 
press down on it and those bub- 
bles come up and those bubbles 
are unexpected emotions. And it 
could be anything from affection 
for his sister, a feeling for his baby 
that’s coming, friendship, whatever 
he was feeling for Lila last year. It 
could be hate, rage. I don’t know yet 
that he loves. But I believe he feels

The band’s new record, “When 
the World Comes Down,” broadens 
the palette a bit, leavening typi- 
cally cocky choruses like “I want 
to touch you / you want to touch 
me too” with synthesizer pricks 
and jaunty string arrangements 
befitting Ritter’s avowed love of 
musicals. Ponderous and overpro- 
duced moments like “Damn Girl”

But the kick-start rockers 
like “Failin’ Apart” and the gleeful 
kiss- off “Gives You Hell” benefit 
from the new breathing room.

MUSIC I Fall Out Boy isn’t one to 
thwart its fans or the fame machine. 
The band’s fifth album, “Folie a 
Deux,” is a pleasure bot of right- 
now pop, adroitly programmed with 
crunchy 1980s melodies, emo’s dark 
prowess and symphonies. 

“Folie a Deux” imagines itself in 
the stadium. “(Coffee’s for Closers)” 
marches in, tattered but resplen- 
dent, and closes with a playful boun- 
ty of horns and a suite of strings. 
“Disloyal Order of Water Buffaloes” 
soars and struts with a newfound 
love for vocal harmonies. 

But for all the steps forward, 
“Folie a Deux” also seems to contain 
a microchip for its own destruction. 
Friends drop in — Debbie Harry, 
Elvis Costello, Lil Wayne — but they 
barely surface above the album’s aes- 
thetic gluttony. Pete Wentz’s lyrics flit 
from celebrity snark to inane lines 
possibly cribbed from a soap opera 
script. Some songs, like “Tiffany 
Blews,” are meant to be vampy but 
suffocate instead. There are moments 
when the oxygen floods in — like the 
Pharrell-assisted “w.a.m.s.” which 
ends in stripped-down a cappella 
blues — but they are all too rare.

What Feminism Means to Them 


Female pop icons 
paint a confusing 
picture of girl power 

BLEND I Young women are often 
treated like the empty calories of 
American culture — they’re as 
hard to resist as a forbidden sweet, 
as guiltily denied and as easily for- 
gotten. 

This truism applies to this sud- 
denly very serious year as much as 
it did in the teeny hopper-domi- 
nated 1950s. In a moribund year 
for pop, young women provided 
much of the spark. 

Katy Perry released the most 
talked-about single, the bi-lascivious 
“I Kissed a Girl.” Jordin Sparks had 
the sleeper with her Chris Brown 
duet, “No Air.” Miley Cyrus tran- 


scended her Hannah Montana 
character with her summer debut, 
“Breakaway.” Taylor Swift crossed 
genres with “Fearless,” the album 
of the winter. In R&B, 20 -year-old 
Rihanna was unstoppable. 

Among critical favorites, retro - 
soul singers Adele and Duffy both 
got major Grammy nods, while teen 
singer-songwriter Laura Marling 
won blogger hearts. 

Pop culture has never wanted 
for “it” girls, but the authority these 
fledgling artists claim is a great sign 
of feminism’s ripple effects. Swift 
might play a princess in many of 
her songs, but in the studio she’s 
her own boss, writing and produc- 
ing those fairy tales. 

Swift is exceptionally precocious, 
but co-writing credits are the rule in 
this bunch, and Svengalis are rare.

These women have benefited from 
their elders’ hard-won lessons. 

Yet if empowerment is a given 
for this new generation, it’s also a 
hotly debated concept. 

The controversies that clung to 
this year’s ingenues, whether fic- 
tional or real, represent a collision 
of old mores and new freedoms. At 
first glance, it seems that they’ve 
simply flipped the script on what 
“choice” means. Some, like Ashlee 
Simpson, have married and become 
mothers at an age when their grand- 
mas were burning their bras. 

Others are ferociously embrac- 
ing the beauty myth through 
breast enhancements or at the very 
least corsets and Playboy Bunny 
clothes. 

To women who’ve spent time in 
the feminist trenches, this mix of 
values can seem delusional or just 
plain wrong. It’s hard to take in the 
tabloids and even tougher to stom- 
ach as a mode of artistic expression.

Video Revived the Star 


Jamie Foxx’s musical 
identity is elusive, 
but his videos rock 

MUSIC I Jamie Foxx would be jus- 
tified in continuing his efforts 
as a singer if for no other reason 
than as fodder for more videos 
as charming and lightly humor- 
ous as the one for “Just Like Me,” 
the first single from his sopho- 
more album. 

The track itself is one of five 
on the album co-written and pro- 
duced by Terius “The Dream” Nash 
and Christopher “Tricky” Stew- 


art, the team behind, among their 
other recent successes, Rihanna’s 
“Umbrella” and Beyonce’s “Single 
Ladies (Put a Ring on It).” It’s root- 
ed in a nicely syncopated bass-and- 
drum rhythm track dusted with 
celestial keyboards and percolat- 
ing acoustic guitar accents. Foxx 
and guest rapper T.I. trade lines 
that detail his worries about the 
girl who’s doing him wrong. 

“Intuition” presents a sam- 
pler of contemporary R&B styles 
from producers including Tim- 
baland. Just Blaze, Butter Beats 
and Calvo Da Gr8, giving the col- 
lection a disjointed air. Foxx’s 



identity as a musician isn’t any 
clearer than it was on his double- 
platinum debut album, “Unpre- 
dictable.” 

Foxx briefly resurrects his abil- 
ity to channel Ray Charles in “I 
Don’t Need It,” while “Digital Girl,” 
another from “The Dream” and 
Tricky, takes him into the world 
of dreamy dance pop and gets an 
assist from Kanye West. “Blame 
It” (featuring T-Pain) goes more 
deeply into techno with heavily 
processed and staccato vocal edits 
over a metal-shop clanking beat 
track from producer Christopher 
“Deep” Henderson. 

You would have a hard time 
telling who’s at the center of 
most of these state-of-the-art 
but undistinctive concoctions. 
Unless, of course, Foxx turns

Food 


Researchers predict 
more people will ditch 
diets for the holidays 

Beth Dunn is taking a scale break. 
Judi Moreo is shelving her Jenny 
Craig meals. And Thea Lobell is 
relaxing her fried food rule — at 
least for the time being. 

“I’m making fun choices, and I’m 
enjoying it,” said Lobell, 39, a profes- 
sional speaker in Baton Rouge, La. 
She wants to lose 60 pounds. 

“I’ll be ready to buckle down 
when it’s time to buckle down,” 
she added. 

Holidays are often associated 
with parties, goodies and the inev- 
itable weight gain. Studies show 
Americans gain about a pound 
during the winter holiday season, 
and for many of them, the pound 
never comes off. 

But with many Americans stress- 
ing about their personal finances 
and the down economy, researchers 
predict more holiday bingeing than 


she said. 

“I have been known to go 
through a bag of Ruffles in less than 
five minutes,” said Betsy Goldman, 
66, an attorney in Lake Charles, La., 
who calls herself a stress eater and 
habitual dieter. “It’s not necessar- 
ily that I’m hungry. I just reach. I 
crave salt, and if salt is not avail- 
able, chocolate will do.” 

The holidays are a prime time 
for “stress eating,” said Madelyn 
Fernstrom, founder and direc- 
tor of the University of Pittsburgh 
Medical Center’s Weight Manage- 
ment Center. Worries over family 
and presents and the greater avail- 
ability of food make stress eaters 
vulnerable. 

“And sweets and fats are what 
people always grab when they are 
stressed,” says researcher Adam 
Drewnowski, director of the Uni- 
versity of Washington Center for

Andrea Gulley-Robinson of Rio 
Rancho, N.M., said she has been 
reaching for the chocolate and 
sour cream and onion potato chips 
because of economic stress. 

The 41-year-old resort sales 
manager is not making her quota at 
work, and her income has taken a hit 
because her husband is a car sales- 
man and works on commission. 

Gulley-Robinson, who is main- 
taining an 85-pound weight loss 
from a diet supplement, said she 
tries to work out harder to balance 
out the extra vending machine trips. 
But it’s not easy. 

For some people, stringent eat- 
ing plans don’t work during the 
holidays. 

Dunn, 37, of Mays Landing, N. J., 
author of the novel, “Social Climb- 
ers,” sometimes attends four or five 
parties a week. She normally adheres 
to a strict vegetarian, low-carb diet 


but allows herself to eat what she 
wants, no seconds and no dessert, 
during the holidays. She also takes 
a break from exercising — and the 
scale until the new year. 

“This is the only time I’m like 
this,” said Dunn. 

While dieting breaks during the 
holidays are only natural, Fernstrom 
cautions against the “Thanksgiving to 
Jan. 1, 1 might as well forget it” idea. 
Someone in a caloric no-man’s-land 
for six weeks will have a hard time 
getting back on track, she said. 

“The new thinking is you have 
to pay attention,” she said. “Other- 
wise, you will do tons of mindless 
eating. You will lose control and 
gain several pounds.” 

She recommends dieters work 
to maintain weight loss, as opposed 
to losing during the holidays, and 
then pick up the pace in Janu- 
ary with a little more structure.

bad thing at all. 

You seem like such a happy and fun 


person to be around. I was just won- 
dering, what was the turning point 
from being so sad and suicidal to 
having the great attitude you have 
now? What helped? 

What it took was a choice. Some- 
thing that happened in a split 
second, to not hate my life, and 
to love every aspect of it. Some 
people say change doesn’t happen 
overnight, well... they are right. 
It happens so fast, but only when 
you decide to. 

Like my sister always said: 
“Where you think you can or can’t 
do something... you’re right. Plain 
and simple, we create the things in 
our lives, not the other way around.” 
Landmark Education was also a 
wonderful education to my life.
